About 1,000 protesters ral¬ 
lied in Queen’s Park with a 
message for politicians on 
the hill on Monday morn¬ 
ing—to save their horses and 
to save their jobs. 

More than 100 residents 
from Fort Erie filled four 
buses and countless cars and 
they headed to the horse¬ 
men’s rally in Toronto to pro¬ 
test the recent announce¬ 
ment to end the slots-at-the- 
racetrack program. 

Wendy Wolff, a horse train¬ 
er from Sherkston, was one 
of small group of people who 
helped organize transporta¬ 
tion to the rally in a short 
five-day period. 

The horse trainer, who 
owns her own farm, has been 
involved with horses her 
entire life and when she 
heard the news that the slots 
facilities in town would be 
closing, Wolff was con¬ 
cerned. 

“We literally went door-to- 
door and barn-to-barn for 
support,” Wolff said, adding, 
“So many of us who work in 
the industry were frustrated 
and we had to do some-

The decision to close the 
slots in Fort Erie and the end 
of the slots-at-racetrack pro¬ 
gram will hurt everyone from 
retailers, to restaurants and 
other local businesses, not 
just the people in the horse 
racing industry, said Wolff. 

"People think this will have 
a ripple affect on the com¬ 
munity, but it won’t. It’s a 
tsunami and horse breeders 
will not recover this year.” 

Laurie Langley also attend¬ 
ed the rally in Toronto. She is 
a second-generation horse 
trainer bom and raised in 
Fort Erie. 

With more than 30 years of 
experience under her belt as 
a horse trainer, Langley said 
she was happy to protest to 
get the message to politicians 
that the horse racing indus¬ 
try is a vital part of Ontario. 

If the racetrack in Fort Erie 
were to close, Langley said 
she didn’t know what she 
would do to make a living.

2012, Langley keeps on work¬ 
ing and preparing for the 
upcoming season. 

“All we can do is try to stay 
positive." 

People working in the 
horse racing industry don't 
take sick days, they don't 
have holidays and they work 


365 days a year, but they do it 
because they are passionate 
about what they do, Mike 
Bennett said. 

Bennett, who has been in 
the business for many years, 
working as a horse trainer, 
says the people who work in 
the industry are a lot like a 
family and that's why it is 
important that it is protect¬ 
ed. 

"Horse racing is a life- 

Although John Maurice 
has never worked in the 
horse racing industry, he 
says he felt it was important 
that he come to Toronto to 
show support for the com¬ 
munity. 

Maurice said many people 
won’t fully realize the impact 
theracetrackhasonthe town 
because businesses will suf¬ 
fer and taxes will most likely 
increase for residents. 

“I’m a full supporter of the 
more than 200 people losing 
their jobs in Fort Erie. We 
need to stand and support 
these people because their 
loss affects the whole town.”

Martin calls slots closure an 'ill-conceived decision 1

Mayor Doug Martin with 
councillors Rick Shular and 
Stephen Passero were 
among more than 100 other 
Fort Erie residents who ral¬ 
lied at Queen’s Park in 
Toronto on Monday morn¬ 
ing. 

The rally was a protest 
against the recent announce¬ 
ment that the provincial 



government is re-evaluating 
the Ontario Lottery and 
Gaming Corporation's struc¬ 
ture, closing racetrack-at- 
slots facilities. 

The province has also out¬ 
lined plans to discontinue a 
$345 million "subsidy" to the 
Ontario horse racing indus¬ 
try. 

About a 1,000 trainers, 
groomers, riders and race¬ 
track employees from across 
Ontario iso attended. 


When Martin heard about 
the rally on Friday afternoon, 
he knew he had to attend to 
support the community. 

“I’m here to let the gov¬ 
ernment know this was an ill 
conceived decision to close 
the Slots at the Fort Erie 
Racetrack and it isn’t going 
to work.” 

The decision to close the 
slots will have a negative 
impact on not just the Fort 
Erie community, but rural 
communities across Ontario 
as well, Martin said. 


“I’m here to make the pol¬ 
iticians acknowledge all of 
the hits that have been 
inflicted on our dear com¬ 
munity. Hopefully it’s not 
too late to make a change.” 

Martin said he wasn’t sure 
if the rally would change the 
decision to close the slots 
facilities in town, but “it 
couldn't hurt to try.” 

Martin said he has asked 
to meet with Premier Dalton 
McGuinty and Finance 
Minister Dwight Duncan 
with the hope that Fort Erie’s

racetrack could be saved. 

Shular said he felt privi¬ 
leged to be standing at 
Queen’s Park in support of 
the horse racing industry 
and he hoped the rally would 
create an awareness about 
how many jobs will be lost 
across Ontario. 

"I'm hoping there will be 
some recognition for the 
people of the horse racing 
industry. People are con¬ 
cerned and rightly so. More 
than 200 lost jobs is signifi¬ 
cant but losing 600,000 jobs 
in Ontario is catastrophic.” 

The councillor said he 
appreciated the challenges 
legislation has to deal with 
when making decisions, but 
making the decision to pull 
funding from racetracks in 
Fort Erie, Sarnia and Windsor 
is devastating. 

“There has to be another 
type of revenue we haven’t 


explored.” 

Passero said he felt he had 
to attend the rally to show 
support for the community 
because of the significant 
affect the horse racing indus¬ 
try has on the community. 

“With the significant job 
loss to our community, it’s 
the least I could do to take a 
couple hours out of my day 
to show support.” 

The councillor says it is 
important that the town 
stands together to rally sup¬ 
port and find a way to save 
the racetrack in town

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Province directing closure of Ontario Welcome Centre

Mayor Doug Martin 
didn't mince any words 
when discussing what 
appears to be another busi¬ 
ness closure in Fort Erie. 

During Tuesday's pro¬ 
vincial budget delibera¬ 
tions, finance minister 
Dwight Duncan said anoth¬ 
er measure that will be 
taken to allevaite Ontario's 
deficit will be closing seven 
different welcome centres 
in Ontario. 

The one in Fort Erie, just 
off the Queen Elizabeth 
Way is part of that plan.

that list and of course we 
were," said Martin shortly 
after he became aware of 
the news. 

The Town of Fort Erie 
and its local officials have 
not been given formal 
notice about the matter, 
but Martin expects the 
wheels are already in 
motion. 

"They'll probably notify 
us two or three weeks down 
the line," he said on 
Wednesday evening. 

This comes two weeks 
after the provincial govern¬ 
ment announced it would 
be closing the Fort Erie 
Racetrack Slots and also 
laid out its plans to discon¬ 


tinue any funding to the 
horse racing industry in 
Ontario. 

"On Monday I'll be mak¬ 
ing a motion to hand pre¬ 
mier McGuinty the key to 
the town and tell him to 
lock up and turn off the 
lights before we leave," said 
Martin, sarcastically. 

The slots closure and 
likely this news are the 
result of less U.S. residents 
coming to Canada to enjoy 
what it has to offer, which 
in Martin's opinion is 
something the provincial 
government can be partial¬ 
ly blamed for. 

"They've done nothing to 
promote Ontario to our U. 


S. neighbours," said 
Martin. 

Niagara Falls member of 
provincial parliament Kim 
Craitor explained that the 
welcome centre is owned 
by the same person that 
owns the Fort Erie 
Racetrack, but the property 
is rented by the Ontario 
government. 

There is one person who 
works at the facility, which 
Craitor feels is a safety 

"I always had a concern 
with one person alone in 
this building." 

He said any time a facili¬ 
ty or business is closed, it is 
never seen as a favourable 


decision within the com¬ 
munity, but in this case he 
feels it is for the best.... 
considering the building is 
under-utilized and only 
employs one individual. 

"It's hard for me to say 
it's the wrong thing to do," 
said Craitor. 

But he does believe that 
a travel centre in Fort Erie 
is needed and said he will 
be making a proposal for 
the government to recon¬ 
sider a new location in the 
near future. 

"I have an idea of where 
the right place should be."

Craitor meets with premier 
to pitch privatization

Niagara Falls member of provincial 
parliament Kim Craitor has met with 
premier Dalton McGuinty to further 
express Fort Erie's interest to take over 
the Racetrack and Slots.

Corporation. 

McGuinty had already had the letter 
delivered to him, but Craitor wanted to 
meet with him to share his thoughts on 
the proposal that lies within it and to 
express why he feels it is a viable 
option. 

"I promised I would do that and I did," 
said Craitor. 

In the letter, Thibert requests the pro-

vincial government's consideration to 
allow the FELRC to operate the slots as a 
privately managed facility. 

Craitor hopes his meeting with the 
premier on Wednesday will result in the 
FELRC getting some face time with the 
government. 

"They need to have a meaningful dia¬ 
logue to see if that's possible," said 
Craitor. 

Fort Erie's representative for the prov¬ 
ince also feels a meeting will be granted 
and expects by then the FELRC will have 
a five-year business plan in place to 
explain to the premier. 

Craitor said over the last three years 
that the non-profit group has operated 
the Racetrack, it is his opinion that they 
have the skill and knowledge to under¬ 
take both the slots and the racetrack as a 
private entity. 

"I believe they have those abilities," I 
said Craitor.

Horsemen are passionate 
about what they do 


If there is one thing anyone can 
agree on, it's that the people who work 
in the horse racing industry—groom¬ 
ers, jockeys, trainers—they are a pas¬ 
sionate group of people. 

The people who work in this indus¬ 
try will tell anyone who asks that 
working with horses is a 24/7 job, 
working 365 days a year. 

Many of these people don't have 
paid holidays, they don't take vaca¬ 
tions and yet they keep doing it 
because it is something they love.

When the buses arrived at Queen's 
Park in Toronto, there was already a 
growing crowd of other horsemen. 


Many of them had come from across 
Ontario for the very same reason. 

It was hard to estimate an exact 
number of people who attended, but 
it was most likely close to a 1,000 peo¬ 
ple. 

For about three hours, these people 
who work in the industry yelled loud 
and clear that they did not want to see 
it end. 

Politicians were sure to have heard 
chants and yells of "save out horses, 
save our jobs," while they debated 
Ontario's budget for 2012. 

What was was most striking was the 
fact that both very young and older 
adults attended. 

The people who chose to work in 
horse racing not only do it out of pas¬ 
sion, but they continue to work 
because it becomes a family business. 

Many of the people who were rally¬ 
ing have been working in their barns 
with their grandparents, and their par¬ 
ents since they were five years old. 

If the horse industry folds after next 
year, more than just jobs will be lost in 
Fort Erie. 

For some people, their way of life 
will be lost too.

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Racing Consortium asks premier 
to consider takeover of track 


Dear Editor, 

This is a letter directed 
to Premier Dalton 
McGuinty. 

On behalf of the Fort 
Erie Racing Consortium 
(FELRC), I am seeking 
your immediate support 
with the Ontario Lottery 
and Gaming Corporation 
(OLG), to be the first in 
Ontario under the new 
gaming industry restruc¬ 
turing plan to operate the 
Fort Erie slots as a pri¬ 
vately managed facility. 

The FELRC has been 
successful over the past 
two years operating the 
Fort Erie thoroughbred 
racetrack. 

We have done so as a 
community-based, non¬ 
profit corporation and 
will run in 2012. 

Beyond that date, we 
require a reliable revenue 
system over and above 
what can be generated on 
track through pari-mutu¬ 
el wagering. 

By operating Fort Erie 
slots, we believe we can 
create efficiencies with 
our on-site operations, 
suppliers, appeal to both 
the traditional Fort Erie 
slots patrons, our own 
horse racing patrons, 
attract many of our past 
Canadian and U.S. 
patrons and provide a 
return to the province on 
that support by way of $1 
million annual return on 
investment-site license 
fee. 

Since January of this 
year, the FELRC has 
retained Deloitte Canada, 


a highly reputable and 
experienced consulting 
firm to work with us to 
develop a new business 
model for the Fort Erie 
Racetrack for the years 
2013 and beyond. 

That business plan was 
predicated on greater 
self-sustainability but did 
rely on horse purses and 
some operational funds 
through the OLG Slots at 
Racetrack revenue shar¬ 
ing program. 

So, as the site holder of 
the Fort Erie Racetrack, 
as a partner in the reve¬ 
nue-sharing program 
with the OLG and prov¬ 
ince, and with the knowl¬ 
edge of our local MPP 
and Finance Minister 
Dwight Duncan, we were 
proceeding on this stra¬ 
tegic course when it came 
as a great shock, having 
not been consulted, nor 
made aware that the 
province would be can¬ 
celling the entire Fort 
Erie Slots' program and, 
by defacto, the Fort Erie 
Racetrack. 

This would be a devas¬ 
tating blow to the town of 
Fort Erie as before year- 
end it would result in 235 
layoffs at the slots and a 
further 300 layoffs at Fort 
Erie Racetrack as well as 
the loss of this location to 
conduct business for 
more than 1,000 horse¬ 
men and serve providers 
to the horse industry. 

With the local unem¬ 
ployment level near 11 
per cent and the welfare 
caseload in excess of 500 
families, we are already 


facing more than 2,000 
residents who are unem¬ 
ployed when little more 
than a year ago we might 
have been at eight per 

Mr. Premier, Fort Erie 
needs jobs. 

It needs businesses, not 
more layoffs, and cer¬ 
tainly none caused solely 
by the government of 
Ontario. 

We appreciate the eco¬ 
nomic dilemna the prov¬ 
ince of Ontario finds itself 
in, but please understand 
that the case we make, 
that we have been trying 
to make for six years, is 
that the town of Fort Erie 
has been unduly and dra¬ 
matically impacted in a 
negative way by a num¬ 
ber of provincial policies 
that constrain our ability 
to create jobs, to create 
growth and to plan and 
develop a future for our 
residents. 

For six years, Mr. 
Premier, we have spoken 
to ministers, to deputy 
ministers, senior staff 
and political staff. 

Some we and our col¬ 
leagues at the Town of 
Fort Erie have briefed 
several times and all 
seemed to be aware and 
agree that the specific 
policies are having nega¬ 
tive effects on Fort Erie. 

However, no amount 
of commiseration seems 
able to empower any of 
those people to operate 
outside their specific 
mandate and take the 
lead in order to address 
cross jurisdictional prob- 



We believe this recent 
decision and this recent 
bad news from the OLG 
to be more of the same... 
one ministry, one agency 
making decisions that 
might be good for itself 
while piling on more bad 
news for Fort Erie. 

Likely, with no malice 
intended, but certainly 
without any knowledge¬ 
able consideration for the 
impact on our communi¬ 
ty, our residents, and our 
ability to earn a living. 

So, Mr. Premier, we call 
on you to hear our con¬ 
cerns and to give Fort 
Erie its chance. 

We need you to imme- 
diatley take the lead, to 
shepherd your ministries 
and agencies to focus

Town performs annual testing of water 


Community lead 
testing program 
still looking for 
volunteers

Paul Earl and Jeremy Soock 
have been reassuring residents 
that their drinking water is safe 
for consumption and free of 
contamination. 

Since December of last year, 
the water technicians have 
been visiting homes of resi¬ 
dents who volunteer to have 
their water tested for traces of 

The sampling is performed 
as part of the community lead 
testing program required under 
the Safe Drinking Water Act 
passed in 2002. 

In previous years, munici¬ 
palities were only required to 
conduct a single sampling to 
test for lead in a town's water 
system for each recording peri¬ 
od. 

But the Ontario Safe Drinking 
Water Act has made recent 
changes and it requires towns 
to collect a number of samples 
for lead testing in two periods, 
says Earl. 

Both municipal and private 
drinking water samples from 
homes and businesses along 
with the town’s water distribu¬ 
tion system are tested as part 
of the program. 

Samples are taken twice a 
year between December and 
April and again between June 


and October. 

“There is a criteria that we 
follow. That means 60 samples 
must be taken in term one and 
another 60 samples in term 
two. If the results are good, the 
town is given an exemption 
and we get a year off from test¬ 
ing.” 

Earl adds the town's drinking 
water was tested in 2009 and 
there wasn’t any problems. 

“We were back sampling in 
December 2011 and we got a 
reduced rate of 30 samples per 
term because there haven’t 
been any issues with the town’s 

During recent testing, there 
were two samples taken where 
small traces of lead were found, 
but after a retesting of the 
water, the water was fine. 

"That can happen for any 
number of reasons,” says Earl, 
“Sometimes there might have 
been an issue at the lab, but so 
far there haven’t been any 
issues.” 

The first round of testing will 
continue until April 15 and any 
individuals who wish to have 
their water tested for traces of 
lead can still volunteer. 

A water quality technician 
will come into a home and the 
test takes 35 to 45 minutes to 
complete, says Earl. 

“We run the water for five 
minutes, shut the tap off and 
the water has to sit for half an 
hour before we can take a sam¬ 
ple of it.” 

The technician says he hopes 
everyone who is interested in 
having their water tested for 
lead will phone the Town. 

"We would like to encourage 


people to call in and book an 
appointment and utilize this 
service the Town has to offer, 
especially because it’s free of 
charge.” 

Lead can be caused by any¬ 
thing, from the type of fixtures 
used in the home to even the 
age of the house, says Soock. 

The Town has a number of 
qualified water technicians 
who are willing to answer any 
questions if residents have an 
issue with their water. 

Soock says many residents 
may not realize there are peo¬ 
ple available after hours that 
can help if it’s needed. 

“It’s unfortunate that people 
who have rusty or cloudy water 
and they don’t call the Town. 
Sometimes they will wait a 
week and we’ll go there and do 
a background check and it was 
a main break or something we 
could easily fix.” 

Soock remembers one occa¬ 
sion where a resident waited a 
week before he called the Town 
about the rusty coloured water 
flowing from the faucets in his 
home and it turned out to be 
caused from a main break 
down the road. 

“If he hadn’t called us, we 
might not have found out 
where the problem was for a 
long time.” 

If homeowners have a prob¬ 
lem with their water, Soock 
says they shouldn’t wait. 

There's always someone 
there at the Town that can 
answer a question after hours.”

Man tasered and robbed at

Police are on the hunt for 
three suspects after a man 
was tasered and robbed at 
gunpoint Sunday night. 

A man was sitting in his 
vehicle at the Fort Erie Public 
Library around 8:20 p.m. 
when he was approached by 
three males who demanded 
his wallet, electronics and 
cigarettes, Niagara Regional 
Police said. 

The suspects pointed a 
knife and handgun at the 
victim, who refused to com¬ 
ply.

The suspects stole the

Yellow Shirts support memorial walk 


Joy Russell, a highly 
active member of the 
Yellow Shirt Brigade, a 
group of citizens who 
have been fighting for 
accessibility to accessible 
health care ever since the 
NHS introduced its hos¬ 
pital improvement plan, 
was also at Ball's home to 
show support for the walk 
on April 7. 

Russell said the initia¬ 
tive that Ball has taken to 
honour her husband is 
not an event organized 
by the Yellow Shirts, but 
merely something that 
they want to encourage. 

"We're just here to 
show support, it's all 
about Gary," said Russell. 

Earlier this week, the 
NHS's appointed super¬ 
visor Kevin Smith 
announced that its con¬ 
tract with the company 
responsible for cleaning 
its hospitals had been 
terminated. 

In a short statement 
Tuesday, the NHS said its 
agreement with Aramark 
will expire at the end of 
March. While the clean¬ 
ing crews were NHS staff, 


the director of the s 
es worked for Aramark. 

“Please note that this is 
the only position in the 
NHS housekeeping ser¬ 
vices that is currently or 
has been contracted out. 
We have determined, at 
this time, we will move 
this position back into 
NHS,” said the statement. 
“We have spent over $3.5 
million extra this year to 
fight hospital-acquired 
infections in our hospi¬ 
tals. We will be adding 
the equivalent of 18 new 
full-time cleaning posi- 

Smith said the decision 
will help ensure that the 
hospitals are scrubbed 
comprehensively. And he 
said the move will put 
cleanliness solidly at the 
core of what NHS staff 
do. 

"Obviously what’s 
important for us is clean¬ 
ing and housekeeping in 
terms of a clinical mis¬ 
sion, not as much of the 
hotel mission," he said. 

“It wasn’t so much that 
we were unhappy with 
the service,” he said, as 
that the system preferred 
"internal expertise." 

The choice of using 
Aramark was often 


attacked by the Service 
Employees International 
Union, which represents 
cleaning staff at the NHS. 

“Aramark is in the busi¬ 
ness to make money,” 
said Sharleen Stewart, 
president of the union. 
"They are in it to make a 
profit and the way you 
make more profit is to cut 

Stewart, who remains 
critical of NHS cleaning 
policies, said insufficient 
cleaning allows the 
spread of superbugs like 
C. difficile. 

The NHS had to deal 
with a C. difficile out¬ 
break last year at its three 
major hospitals, in St. 
Catharines, Welland and 
Niagara Falls, and drasti¬ 
cally revised its cleaning 
protocols because of it. 

Stewart said she hopes 
that with cleaning servic¬ 
es under direct control of 
a taxpayer-funded hospi¬ 
tal system that improve¬ 
ments will continue to be 
made to protect patients. 

The NHS statement did 
not say why the contract 
with Aramark was not 
renewed.
